Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a wireless modu 
and an antenna" and "a pen input device" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to th 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following unclear statement: In page 
4, lines 2-5 of the specification, the "x-axis of the display screen 3" and "the Y-axis of 
the display screen 3" are not clearly defined, and are not shown in the drawings either. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Specification 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Carroll et al. in view of SanGiovanni (US 2002/0102946 A1). 

Carroll teaches a portable terminal comprising: 

■ A display unit (10, fig. 2) including a display screen (85, fig. 2) and a 
protective back case (obvious element of a display unit) (claims 8, 1 1-12, 19- 
20 and 25-26) 

■ A forearm mounting unit (20, fig. 1 ) for mounting said display unit on a 
forearm of a user (claim 8) 

■ Wherein said display further including a wireless module (1 5, fig. 1 ) and an 
antenna (not shown, see col. 3, lines 39-41 ) (claims 13, 21 and 27) 

Carroll fails to teach a hinge case including a first rotary mechanism and a 

seGond-rotary-mechanism-Howev_er,_$an Giovanni teaches a hinge case (106, fig. 3) 

including: a first rotary mechanism (112, fig. 3) for rotatably coupling a display unit (102, 
fig. 1) to a supporting unit (104, fig. 1) so as to allow said display unit to rotate about a 
first axis (along element 112, not numbered, fig. 3), and a second rotary mechanism 
(1 14, fig. 3) for rotatably coupling the display unit (104, fig. 3) to the supporting unit 
(102, fig. 3) so as to allow said display unit to rotate about a second axis (substantially 
orthogonal to the first axis, not numbered, fig. 3) (claims 8-10, 15-18 and 23-24). It 
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would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify the device of Carroll with the hinge case taught by SanGiovanni 
such that the display screen could be positioned for a user's convenience. 

Carroll also fails to teach the display unit further including a pen input device. 
However, SanGiovanni teaches also a display unit (102, fig. 1) including a pen input 
device (116, fig. 1; also see page 2, paragraph [0020]) (claims 14, 22 and 28). It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the device of Carroll with the pen input device taught by SanGiovanni 
such that no attached input means will be needed. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Also, claims 1-7 have been canceled.
